expanding many of them from one- 
man outfits to modern factories. 
And then comes the observation 


hich impressed me most. As told 


by Sam Acheson, editorial writer 
of the Dallas News, it is: 


"Perhaps the most import- 


ant part of the impact of Sears 
on Mexican life has been itc 
stimulus on the growth of the 
middle * class. The rise of a 
large and prosperous middle 
class has been one of the great 
needs of our neighbor country 
to the south, as is the case in 


\ much of Latin America. As 


the authors of this case study 
point out, it takes more than 
just more money income to 
bring a middle class into be- 
ing. It results from increasing 
the amount and kinds of goods, 
especially 
of 
durables, that 


may be bought, and the widen- 
ing of choices among them." 
In all my reading I have never 


before seen this statement Jinking 
wide distribution and variety ot 
goods with the creation of a mid- 
dle-class society. And yet it is ob- 
viously true. One of our American 
creeds is that the strength and 
durability of the middle class is a 
major 
bulwark of this republic, 


and it is a common observation 
that nations with no middle class 
— with only the very rich and 
the very poor — are constantly 
being overcome by a cycle of 
tyranny and revolution. 


We know that a middle-class so- 


ciety (helps keep a republic stable, 
but today's thought' is this ono 
that we have just discovered: It 
is the functioning of our manufac- 
turing and distributing system for 
consumer goods which feeds that 
middle-class 
society and 
keeps 


strong that which keeps the nation 
strong.

members were told by these two 
companies that they would purchase 
the output of about 30 to 25 addi- 
tional dairies between now and 
October 1.

milk 


production in HempsloaJ County 
was genuine among those present. 


It was impresse>l up on the people 


of Hempstead county by the Bor- 
den company and the 
Midwest 


Dairy that the market is not one 
of a temporary nature and there 
is no likelihood of the local dairy 
.farmer 
being, cut off from 
the 


-market after he establishes him- 
™"self in business. 


It was pointed out that the milk 


companies buy milk on a quota ba- 
sis and this quota is established 
in this milk shed from the first of 
October to the end of ^January. A 
new quota is established 
every 


year, which permits the dairy far- 
mer to increase his 
production 


from one year to the other. 


Milk produced by the farmer in 


the spring and summer months in 


(^•excess of the base established in 


the prescribed winter months . i 
purchased by the milk companies 
tout at surplus milk prjce. The rea- 
son for this, as explained by Mr, 
Palmer and Mr. Watson is that 
milk consumption is always high 
er in the fall and winter than in 
the spring and summer and pro 
duction is always higher in the 
spring and summer than it is in 
the winter and fall. There is no 
Enterprise in which the laws of 
"Supply and demand more clearly 
work than in the milk business. 


All-out effort is being made to 


supply these companies with the 
desired amount of milk from dairy 
farmers in this area. The opportun- 
ity that is before us can double 
the dollar income in the dairy bus- 
iness, in the ne^t 4 or 5 months if 
ihe needs of these milk companies 
jire met.
